NORTH SIDE MUSICIAN ARRESTED AS 
SCHOMAKER’S SLAYER. 


Pelice Declare the Murdered Saloon- 
keeper’s Widow and Daughters, Ida 
and Clara, Identify the Composer— 
Six Members of One of His Classes 
Ready to Testify to an Alibi—The 
Two Men Said to Have Disputed 
-Over Pay for Instruction. 


Ludwig Waltenberg, a musician, who has 
achieved more or less fame in this country 
as a composer, is under arrest at the East 
Chicago Avenue Police Station, charged 
with murdering Saloonkeeper Henry Scho- 
maker on the night of Feb. 23. 

Waltenberg has been identified positively 
as the slayer of Schomaker, according to 
the police. Mrs. Schomaker, Clara Scho- 
maker, and Ida Schomaker are said to have 
picked him out instantly as the guilty man. 

On the other hand, there are six reputable 
witnesses who will swear that to the best 
of their belief Waltenberg could not have 
been the murderer. These witnesses are 
members of a music class which Walten- 
berg was teaching .on the night of the 
crime. Schomaker was killed between 10:15 
and 10:20 o’clock. 

The members of this class will testify 
that he was with them at 10:15 o'clock at 
No. 386 Chestnut street; almost a half mile 
from the scene of the murder. It isa fast

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‘CALLS AT WHITE HOUSE. 


MAJ. M’KINLEY PAYS HIS RESPECTS 
TO CLEVELAND. — 


President and President-Elect Discuss 
‘the Weather, After. Which the For- 
mer Returns the Visit Formally— 
New Chief Executive Is in Good 
Health and Spirits and Receives a 
Number of Political Friends—Pre- 
sented with a Badge. 


= 


Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.)— 
A crowd of visitors leaned out of the open 
windows of the White House this morning 
at 11 o’clock and watched President-elect 
McKinley alight from a carriage and enter 
through the front door of the Executive 
Mansion to pay his respects to President 
Cleveland. Although the people were the 
guests of President Cleveland to the extent 
“that they were inspecting the public recep- 
tion rooms ofthe White House, they cheered 
the new. President along with the people who 
Were outside on the lawn until he had disap- 
peared inside with Col. Pruden and was be- 
ing presented to the President. 

It was raining hard as the President- 
elect’s carriage entered the east wate of the 
White House grounds, but a large number 
of peopl’ were strolling about under um- 
brellas, looking curiously up at the windows 
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_ of the Executive Mansion, and evidently at-

Some of them 
had heard that a call was about to be made 
by the President-elect, and when the sound 
of the wheels reached them, as the carriage 
turned into the White House grounds, part 
of the visitors started to ruin toward the 
gates and the remainder hurried in the di- 
rection of the White House portico. 


MeKinley Enters the White House. 
The carriage drew close up to the steps, 
the colored footman opened.the door and 
Chairman Bell of the Inauguration commit- 
tee stepped out. At first the crowd evidently 
thought they had made a mistake and that 
it was not the President-elect at all who had 
come. Some of them started to turn away. 
Chairman Bell assisted Private Secretary 
Porter from the carriage and then the smil- 
ing face of*Mr. McKinley appeared to the 
crowd. He placed his hand on the arm of 
Private Secretary Porter -and stepped out, 


_ and the people on the grounds began to 


cheer. The lower windows of the White 
‘House were. open for some reason and the 
visitors inside heard the cheering and looked, 
-out. They saw President-elect McKinley 
coming up the step# and part of them ran 
to the windows. Then the rest followed, 
and as Mr. McKinley disappeared inside the, 
r with his hat in his hand there were a 
half-dozen people at each of the lower win- 
dows joining with the cheers.

By 9 o’clock the lobby of the Ebbitt was 
crowded ‘by persons anxious to meet the 
President-elect either on personal business 
or from curiosity. So many of them wore 
Ohio badges and the name of Ohio was 80 
often uttered in the talk that one was re- 
minded of the famous phrase, ** The United 
States of Ohio,”’ current In the days of Presi- 
dent Hayes, and applied to Washington 
while the city was filled with aspirants for 
office. 

But while many came few were successful 
in the efforts to reach the ear of the Presi- 
dent-elect. Mr. Porter, his secretary, and 
the near friends who are looking after his 
comfort, realizing that McKinley had before 
him an exhausting day, even if he confined 
his receptions to cases of great anid imme- 
diate importance, gave orders that only a 
chosen few be admitted, and cards were 
generally refused at the desk. 

Hanna Among the Callers. 

Senator-elect Hanna was among the ear- 
liest callers and of course ne found no dif- 
ficulty in making his way into the reserved 
section of the hotel. 

After disposing ef the Cabinet probiem to 


-his satisfaction the President-elect consent- 


ed to réceive some of the prominent persons 
who had sought a meeting with him ever 
since his arrival In Washington. The Gov- 
ernors of States were notable figures in the 
list. There was Gov. Grout of Vermont with 
his full staff, making an imposing gathering 
in the corridors of the hotel. Then came Gov. 
Bushnell of Ohio, Gov. Cheney of New 
Hampshire, Gov. Lowndes of Maryland, and 
Gov. Griggs of New Jersey, all with some 
members of their staffs. Mr. Wilson, who 
will be the next Secretary of Agriculture, 
called, as did Mr. Bliss, who will be Secre- 
tary of the Interior. Senator-elect Foraker, 
with his son, also was on hand to pay his 
respects. J. J. McCook of New York, who 
enjoys the distinction of having declined a 
Cabinet appointment, called to say good-by, 
and incidentally conveyed the assurance 
that the arrangement of the Cabinet as made 
by Mr. McKinley was the happiest solution 
of the problem possible.

The President-elect greeted his callers with 
the greatest cordiality.

Presented with a Badge. 


After reciprocating this greeting in the 
same spirit the Postmaster-General pro- 
ceeded to make a little speech in entirely in- 
formal language. He was charged with the 
presentation to the President-elect of a badge 
which unfortunately he did not have him- 
self. As an earnest of his good faith he 
produced th@ receipt of the express com- 
pany and a telegram announcing the ship- 
ment of the article, but up to the time set 
for the presentation it had not been received. 
It was hardly possible that the President- 
elect could spare the time for another ap- 
pointment, so the committee thought it best 
to make this explanation and send the badge 
itself along later. The President-elect is 
himself a member of Sigma Alpha Ep- 
silon, and still takes great interest in the 
welfare of the fraternity. 

When he was inaugurated Governor of 
Ohio he wore on the lapel of his coat a very 
pretty badge, and tomorrow on his inaugura- 
tion as President he will again wear his col- 
lege fraternity pin. This time, however, the 
badge, though similar in general design, is 
more elaborate and costly, and is the gift 
of the fraternity at large. The national 
convention of the order at St.* Louis in De- 
cember last provided for the purchase and 
presentation of the badge, and it is probably 
the handsomest and mast costly badge pos- 
sessed by any member of the order. 


Will Wear it at Inaugural. 


The President-elect thanked the delega-

Soon after 10 o’clock Mr. McKinley re- 
turned to his private apartments to dispose 
of some matters requiring his immediate at- 
tention connected with the inaugural cere- 
monies, being accompanied to his rodms by 
Secretary Porter. 


Flowers for Mrs. McKinley. 


Mrs. McKinley was the recipient today of 
a beautiful souvenir of the inauguration in 
the form of a miniature painting of the 
President-elect set in a frame of large 
pearls. It came from a Washington friend 
whose name would not be disclosed. “he 
gift was only one of many remembrances, 
mostly baskets of flowers, that came to the 
McKinley apartments at the Ebbitt House 
today and replaced the flowers that greeted 
the President-elect and Mrs. McKinley on 
their arrival. A round basket filled with 
white tulips from the White House con- 
servatory came with one of Mrs. Cleveland’s 
cards attached, and another large basket of 
orchids, violets, and lilies of the valley from 
Mr. and Mrs. G. W. Howland.

She will be present when her 
son takes the oath of office, and will be 
driven, as soon as that ceremony is ever, 
to the reviewing stand, where she will watch 
the parade with the other relatives of the 
President.

The 
House received this innovation as an af- 
front, and felt further hurt because each 
Senator received four tickets to the stand, 
while a member was given but two, 

To equalize the privilege the House pro- 
ceeded to construct a platform of its own in 
front of the rotunda, and beside the main 
platform, with a seating capacity of 500. In 
further pursuit of equal rights a resolution 
was introduced by Representative Dockery 
inquiring by what authority the Senate ap- 
propriated to its own control the stand on 
which the President was to take the oath 
of office, but this resolution sleeps with the 
Committee on Rules. 

Today the members of the Ways and Means 
committee of the House executed a flank 
movement on their fellow members by bring- 
ing a gang of workmen to the Capitol who 
were put to work building a private platform 
on the east portico in front of the committee 
room. The east front of the Capitol today 
presents a great array of scaffolding, and 
more platforms are in contemplation. The 
Supreme Cotrt also has one in front of its 
portion of the Capitol. 


CLEVELAND'S HEALTH IS IMPROVED. 


Reasonably Aasured Now That He Will 
Be Able to Attend the Inaugu- 
ration Today.

Washington, D. C., March 3.—When it was 
announced yesterday that Mr. Cleveland was 
again suffering from an attack of rheumatic

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.}— 
**My Cabinet is completed.” This official 
announcement of the President-elect to Tur 
TRIBUNE correspondent settled all doubt as 
to his having arranged the last detail in re- 
gard to the formation of his official family 
for the ensuing four years. 

After careful consultation during the night 
Cornelius N. Bliss of New York accepted the 
proffer made to him of the position of Sec. 
retary of the Interior. This consummation 
was evidently a source of gratification to 
Maj. McKinley, for when he made the an- 
nouncement of the completion of the Cabj.« 
net slate he was in a particularly happy. 
mood, and although he said little his face 
expressed the satisfaction he felt at the so- 
lution of the New York difficulty. 

So far as can be learned Mr. Bliss’ accept- 
ance is unconditional. A proposition was 
made to him last night that in order to re- 
lieve the President-elect from embarrass- 
ment he might take the Interior Department 
for a specified term of not over six months. 
This proposition did not come from Maj. Mc- 
Kinley himself, but it was intimated to Mr. 
Bliss that after the first Cabinet appoint- 
ments there would likely be a shake-down 
as the result of which some transfers might 
be made, and at that time, if he thought best, 
the New York man could retire from the 
Cabinet. This proposition was merely ten- 
tative and was not referred to when the ac- 
ceptance was received this morning. 

Mr. Bliss had the matter under considera- 
tion until nearly noon and then gave Presi- 
dent McKinley te’ understand the offer of a 
Cabinet position would be accepted without 
any conditions whatsoever. 


Platt Is Now a Pacifico. 

Mr. Platt came over to the Ebbitt House 
this morning and had a talk with the Chief 
Executive-elect in which he expressed him- 
self as perfectly satisfied with the selection 
of Mr. Bliss. In fact Mr.. Platt has at no 
time opposed the selection of the late Treas- 
urer of the National committee. Their re- 
lations in previous years were somewhat 
strained, but the Senator-elect was fully 
aware of the fact that Mr. Bliss had been an 
excellent party man and had not only de- 
voted a large amount of time, but an 
abundance of money as well, to every cam- 
paign in the State, and that he could prob- 
ably be depended upon to do the same thing 
inthe future, _ 

Maj. McKinley was averse to appointing 
Gen. Woodford because it violated a well-de 
fined rule he adopted in the construction of 
his Cabinet. In looking over the situation 
in the different States he made up his mind 
that so far as possible, the regular Repub- 
lican organization would in no case be an- 
tagonized. On the other hand; he did not 
propose to neglect the men in any State who 
had contributed materially to his nomina- 
tion. He adopted the rule, therefore, that 
Cabinet officers would have to be acceptable 
to all factions in their home States. 

As the opposition to Gen. Woodford was 
continued by the McKinley Republicans, and 
as Mr. Platt was unwilling to make another 
nomination, it remained for Maj. McKinley 
to select some one of his own friends there 
who would not be personally distasteful to Mr. 
Platt. He appealed to Mr. Bliss to take the 
place, somewhat as a personal favor, and 
when the position was accepted all sides felt 
that the political situation in New York 
could now be considered as definitely settled, 


Hanna Announces His Happiness. 


‘**‘I am the happiest man in Washington 
tonight,’”’ said Mark -Hanna, in discussing 
the situation, “* for I feel that Maj. McKu.- 
ley has not only made an admirable selection, 
but has taken action which will reconciie 
the two factions in New York and probably 
insure us the control of the State during 
the remainder of the administration.’ 

As nearly as can be learned the y dis- 
appointed person over the selection is Mr. 
Bliss himself. He is gently kicking himself 
tonight because he declined the position of 
Secretary of the Navy, which he did want, 
and then finally was crowded intq@a hole 
where he was forced to accept the place of 
Secretary of the Interior, which he did not 
want. - 

The completion of the Cabinet list gives 
general satisfaction not only in Congress, 
but among the thousands of prominent Re- 
publicans who throng the hotel corridors. 
The President’s council, it is ad- 
mitted, will be an exceedingly strong ons 
and will com favorably with that of any 
combination during the present generation. 

General satisfaction is expresssed at Maj. 
McKinley’s action in declining to appoint 
Gen. McCook as Attorney-General, for, it is 
said, while the New-Yorker’s character 1s 
above reproach, the spirit of the times is 
such that no corporation lawyer could take 
the place without subjecting the administra- 
tion to constant criticism. Similarly, too, 
there is general satisfaction over the dispo- 
sition of Judge McKenna.

LAMOREAUX LEAVES FOR WISCONSIN. 


Commissioner of the Land Office in a 
Critical Condition from Nerv- 
ous Pxhaustion. 


Washington, D. C., March 3.—Commission- 
er of the General Land Office 8. L. Lam- 
®reaux has been ina critical condition from 
nervous exhaustion for, more than a week, 
and today left for his home in Wisconsin 
under a physician’s orders. Hemay be back 
in Washington in the middle of the month, 
but the office is likely to be filled by the new 
administration meantime. The Commis- 
sioner’s illness and sudden departure neces- 
surily defers the promulgation of the Chi- 
vago liake-front decision indefinitely. 

{The reports that come from Washington of the 
delayed decision of Commissioner S. W. Lam- 
oreaux inthe Chicago Lake-Front McKee scrip case, 
are received by the attorneys who have been con- 
testing the claim with apparent disinterest.

He and 
all the other attorneys who have been employed 
in the case are unwilling to make any statement 
whatsoever in the matter. However, they smilea 
good deal and they wink.

NAVIGATION FROM RIVERS TQ, LAKE. 


Secretary of War Would Improve the 
Upper Illinois and Lower Des- 
plaines Rivers, Near Chicago. 


‘Washington,.D. C., March 3.—The Secretary 
of War has sent to Congress a recommenda- 
tion for the extension of navigation from the 
Illinois River to Lake Michigan by the Upper 
Illinois and Lower Desplaines Rivers near 
Chicago. 


George E. Adams said in regard to the 
above dispatch: “I belong to the Chicago 
River Improvement company, but that com- 
pany does not concern itself with anything 
but the improvement of the Chicago River. 
We went to Washington last fall to ask for 
$750,000 for this purpose, but that had noth- 
ing to do with the Desplaines and Lilinois 
Rivers. I suppose the recommendation of 
the Secretary must be the result of the labors 
of the valley people, and be intended to make 
provision for a preliminary survey of some 
kind. [I think no one short of Washington 
can shed much light upon it.”’

After 
a time they marched upon the floor, and 
in front of the Speaker’s desk 
sang ‘‘ My Country, ’Tis of Thee,’’ with fine 
effect, Gen. Henderson of Lowa beating time 
with his cane and Mr. Foote of New York 
officiating as,leader, 

The galleries applauded every song exu- 
berantly. Gen. Henderson attempted “ Co- 
lumbia, the Gem of the Ocean,’ but unsuc- 
cessfully. Then ‘* The Suwanee River ” and 
‘‘In the Sweet Bye and Bye * were given, 
and finally the galleries arose’ With a shriek 
when “ Dixie’’ was warbled with more en- 
thusiasm than melody, and Southern mem- 
bers, led by Gen. ‘Wheeler of Alabama, the 
famous Confederate cavalry leader, gave a 
piercing rebel yell. 

Hats and sticks were waved in the air when 
* Marching Through Georgia’’ was given, 
ami the legislators were striking the first 
bar of ‘*‘ We Won't Go Home Till) Morning ” 
when Speaker Reed's gavel cut the concert 
short.

Nobody seemed to enjoy the performance 
more than the two little sons of Nepresenta- 
tive Lorimer of Chicago. They were the 
only members of a -Congressman’s family 
on.the floor, and they appreciated the priv- 
ilege in every sense. 

While the young scions of the house of 
Lorimer were taking in this scéne Senator- 
elect Mason passed near the sofa upon which 
the boys ,were sitting.

There was a disposition on the part of the 
House to rush business as usual, and before 
midnight this body had agreed to the confer- 
ence reports on the District of. Columbia, 
Indian, and naval appropriation bills. 
There was 4 concurrence in the‘last named 
bill by the members of the Chicago delega- 
tion-principally because it reduced the price 
of armor plate from $400 to $300 per ton. 
This result it was claimed was ‘induced by 
a proposition on the parm of the Illinois 
Steel company to make this armor plate at 
$240 per ton, and make a profit at that. 

Senator Quay’s Threat. 


When this intelligence reached the Senate 
that body was incJined to be wroth about it, 
and it was understood Senator Quay of Penn- 
sylvania would inject a tariff speech to stop 
further consideration of appropriation bills 
at this session of Congress. This under- 
standing was general on the House side of 
the Capitol, but the conference report had 
been adopted, and it remained forthe Senate 
to assume responsibility for maintaining an 
imposition upon the people of nearl¥ twice 
the sum that an Illinois corporation ‘had of- 
fered to manufacture the same material for.

Washington, D. C., March 3.—The Senate 
galleries were packed long before the ses- 
sion today and long lines of inauguration vis- 
itors stood in the outer corridors eagerly 
awaiting an opportunity to get inside. The 
Senators began to look jaded, having been 
together until the opening hours of morn- 
ing. The day was one of busy routine in 
reconciling differences on appropriation 
bills. 

Mr. Frye (Rep., Me.) presented a confer- 
ence report on the bill amending the shipping 
laws which has been the subject of much 
comment on the ground that it restored 
flogging of seamen. 

Mr. Frye said the assertions were based on 
ignorance. The bill had been in the interest 
of the sailor from the first, and only an in- 
Sane man could have drawn the conclusion 
that flogging was to be restored. At the 


same time the conferees had yielded to theses 


** wise men’ and had added a proviso that 
nothing in the act should be construed to 
modify that section of the statutes reciting 
that ‘“‘ flogging on board of vessels of com- 
merce is hereby prohibited.’’ The conference 
report was agreéd to. 

Gordon’s “ Extraordinary Paper.” 


Mr. Gordon [Dem., Ga.] madé several ef- 
forts to be recognized to present a “* most ex- 
traordinary paper."’ When he finally was 
recognized he presented a sketch of the in- 
auguration ceremonies of 100 years ago, 
which was, he said, in striking contrast with 
the inauguration we were about to look 
upon. The Senator referred to the first Pres- 
ident in his “‘ severely plain black suit,’’ de- 
livering his address amid tears; and to Pres- 
ident Adams, in his ‘‘ severely plain drab 
suit,’” making his address under similar cir- 
cumstances. It was opportune, he sald, to 
place on the Record an account of these sim- 
ple but impressive scenes. 

A final conference on the postoffice appro- 
priation bill was presented and agreed to. 


House Bills Passed. ! 
The following House bills were passed: 


To amend an act to grant to railroads in Indian 
Territory ‘additional power to secure depot grounds 
and to correct alignments. . 

Revising the statutes relating to patents, with 
amendments limiting to one year the time of 
prosecuting an application and terminating the 
limit on patents first taken out in foreign coun- 
tries. 

To amend. the law permitting rights of way for 
steam roads, etc., through public lands. 

To set apart a portion of certain lands in Wash- 
ington State, known as the Pacific’ forest re- 
serve, as a,public park, to be known as the Wash- 
ington National. Park. 

Amending the copyright laws so as to prohibit 
the unauthorized use of words and phrases imply- 
ing copyright. 

Defining the jurisdiction of the United States 
Circuit Courts in cases brought for the infringe- 
ment of letters patent. 

To revise and reénact a law to authorize the 
Pittsburg, Monongahela and Wheeling Railroad 
company to construct a bridge over the Monon- 
gahela River. 

Authorizing the Galveston and Great Northern 
railroad company to build a railroad through the 
Indian Territory. ct 

Illinois Steel Again. 

Mr. Hale presented the first conference 
report on the naval appropriation bill. He 
explained that the two Senate amendments 
relating to new torpedo boats and to fixing 
the maximum price of armor-plate at $300 
still were in disagreement. On the other 
items*the House yielded in the main. 

Mr. Chandler stated in this connection that 
he had learned at a conference between 2 
representative of the Illinois Steel company 
and the builder of one of the new battleships 
that there would be time to create a new 
armor plant before the armor was needed 
for the new ships. 

Mr. Cullom spoke of the great resources of 
the Illinois company and said it had the 
facilities and the armor experts to proceed 
with armor contracts. Mr. Quay remarked 
that he was inclined to believe the Illinois 
proposition resulted fram the dissolution of 
the steel rail pool and that its purpose was 
to annoy the armor-plate manufacturers 
rather than to enter the field of armor pro- 
duction. 

Mr Tillman came into the discussion by 
suggesting that the Senate ought to provide 
for a government armor factory, if the steel 


‘ 


at $300 a ton. 

Mr. Chandler said the first proposition of 
the Illinois company was to furnish steel at 
$260 per ton on a long contract. Since then 
they had heard of the armor required for 
three new battleships and they were ready to 
bid on that without reference to the former 
proposition. | 


Gorman and Tillman. \ 


Mr. Gorman and Mr. Tillman had several 
differences during the discussion. At one 
point, when Mr. Gorman was referring to the 
action of the Senate on the naval bill last 
spring, Mr. Tikman broke in with, ‘‘ That 
was when we were all drunk on politics.”’ 

** We were not all drunk on politics,” re- 
sponded Mr. Gorman, decisively. ‘I have 
dealt with the navy as a business proposi- 
tion, the same under Mr. Cleveland as under 
Mr. Harrison. We have had no politics in 
the navy in twelve years.”’ 

“I venture to suggest,”’ said Mr. Tillman, 
shrugging his shoulders, “ that the exigen- 
cies of the situation required that three 
large establishments should be kept at 
work and might be induced—as they were 
all Republicans—to. contribute han-isomely 
to the campaign fund. I do not know how 
tha® was. I am merely guessing. I am 
shooting in the air.’’ . 

Mr. Gorman went on to argue that the 
United States should not enter upon the field 
of private enterprise, saying it would result 
in the governmens paying 100 per cent more 
for armor than it did now. 

Mr. Tillman dissented from this. The gov- 
ernment could conduct business as eco- 
nomically as private concerns if the “ rot- 
tenness of politics "’ could be kept out of it. 
Already the government had its own docks 
and was making its own steel guns. 

The conference report was then agreed to, 
the.remaining items of disagreement going 
back to conference. 

The. final conference report on the fortifi- 
cation appropriation bill was presented and 
agreed to. 

A message from the House reported the 
passage of the immigration bill over the 
President’s veto. The veto message was 
read and without comment was referred to 
the Committee on Immigration. 


ChandGler’s Attack on Heitfeld. 


Mr. Chandler created something of a breeze 
by asking that the credentials of Henry Hei*- 
feld as Senator from Idaho be referred tothe 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, to- 
gether with memorials. Mr. Stewart 
promptly objected. Mr. Chandler then 
stated that he would move to refer the Heit- 
feld credentials. 

Before action was taken Mr. Cullom en- 


the anti-ticket scalping bill. He said he 
would us every means to test the sense of 
the Senate to take up the measure. Mr. 
Chandler responded that action on this bill 
could not be secured in the remaining hours 
of the session. 

The galleries were much amused when Mr. 
Tillman sought to interrupt Mr. Chandler.

‘‘ That’s the first time I was ever accused 
of that crime,” said Mr. Tillman. 

‘‘ The Senator has sheathed his sword and 
other weapons (pitchfork) and has become as 
gentle as a lamb of late,” pursued Mr. 
Chandler. 

The question recurred to the Heitfeld cre- 
dentials. Mr. Gray [Dem., Del.] declared 
that the reference of the credentials to a 
committee would result in preventing Mr. 
lieitfeld from being sworn in tomorrow. Mr. 
Stewart added that the present Senate had 
no power over members of the next Sen- 
ate. Mr. Mills [Dem., Tex.] reinforced this 
with the declaration that Mr. Heitfeld was 
accredited to the Fifty-fifth Congress, so that 
the Fifty-fourth Congress was without juris- 
diction. Mr. Chandler did not further press 
his motion to refer the Heitfeld credentials. 

The private pension calendar was then 
taken up. It embraced four bills heretofore 
vetoed by the President, and now recom- 
mended for passage over the veto. It 
brought out a statement from Mr. Allen that. 
the President had gone to the point of ar- 
raigning the-old soldiers as ** coffee coolers.”’ 

At 6 o’clock a recess was taken before a 
vote had been reached on any of the pension 
bills. 

The business of the evening session did not 
begin until ? o’clock. The delay was occa- 
sioned by the absence of agqjuorum, and the 
presence of’a quorum would have been se- 
cured earlier but for the apprehension that 
there would be an effort to pass the anti- 
scalping bill. 

Senator Kyle appeared on the floor for the 
first time since his reélection and was cor- 
dially received. 

The Vice-President appointed Messrs. 
Hioar and: Walthall! visitors to the West 
Point Military Academy, and Messrs. Car- 
ter and Lindsay to the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. 

The bill to pension Mrs. Rachel Patton was 
passed over the President's veto, 38—10. 

Anti-Sealping Bill Dead. 


Mr. Cullom withdrew his notice of a mo- 
tion to take up the anti-scalping bill. He said 
he was convinced that the opposition to it 
was such that it could not be passed. He 
gave notice of his intention to call up the 
bill in the extra session, which would, he 
said, afford an opportunity to discuss such 
measures. 

In the last few hours Senator Quay at- 
tempted to block legislation by resolutely re- 
fusing to allow business to be done unless the 
Hiouse of Representatives reconsidered its 
acceptance of a Senate amendnfent reducing 
the contract price of armor plate to $3UuU per 
ton, 

Begins to Filibuster. 

Shortly after the news of the action of the 
House reached the Senate tonight Senator 
Quay began a series of fillbustering motions. 
At every stage of parliamentary proceed- 
ings, such as the announcement of the signa- 
ture of a bill, the Pennsylvania Senator 
would make the point of no quorum, which 
would necessitate one roll-call after another. 

To Senators who asked him what he wanted 
Senator Quay said that he wanted the 
House to refuse to accept the amendment, 
and that those who wanted other appropria- 
tion bills to pass would “ get squeezed ”’ if 
there was no change on the armor plate pro- 
vision of the naval bill. 


Brings In the Famous Speech. 


During the proceedings a clerk brought in 
and laid upon Senator Quay’s desk the 
famous speech which he used in tariff de- 
bate of 1894, but which was never wholly 
delivered. 

Mr. Palmer had asked the Senate to take 
up the bill placing William H. Hugo on the 
retired list of the army asa First Lieuten- 
ant, stating that it was ‘** probably the last 
request he would make of the Seriate.’’ Not- 
withstanding this appeal, Mr. Quay antag- 
onized the bill by several times suggesting 
the absence of a quorum, and by other dila- 
tory tactics, but the bill was ultimately 
passed. 

Deliberately Blocking Business. 


The fact soon developed that Mr. Quay’s 
opposition was not directed at Mr. Palmer 
or his bill, but that he was deliberately un- 
dertaking to block business because of the 
action of the House in agreeing to the Sen- 
ate’s price of $300 on armor plate. He made 
many suggestions of the want of a quorum 
and business proceeded slowly. 

When Mr. Quay again made the point of 
no quorum Mr. Hoar made the point of order 
that the matter of intervention of other 
business had nothing to'do with the case. 
He said it was never intended that one man 
should be able to prevent the other eighty- 
nine from doing the business of the Senate 


sylvania Senator was resorting. 
“One Man in Liquor.” 


‘“One man in liquor,’’ Mr. Hoar was pro- 
ceeding to say, “‘ might stop business,” when 
Mr. Quay jumped to his feet and all in ex- 
citement exclaimed: 

‘*] desire to say to the Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts that if he intends to intimate 
that I am, he is a lunatic, or a Mar, and I 
will not tolerate a suggestion of that sort 
from the Senator from Massachusetts, or 
any one else. 

‘*T am,” he continued, “ simply doing what 
I am doing in the interest of my constitu- 
ents.”’ 

Mr. Hoar disclaimed any intention of mak- 
ing any insinuation as to Mr. Quay’s so- 
briety. 

Mr. Quay again spoke of his motive as be- 
ing in the interest of the people of Pennsyl- 
vania and of thousands of workingmen in 
that State, as well as of much capital. He 
stated it to be his recollection that when the 
bill for the repeal of the Sherman law was 
pending, the silver Senators had frequently 
made the point just as he had made it. 

He repeated this statement two or three 
times, when Mr. Dubois took the floor to 
declare that neither he nor any of the silver 
Senators had made the point of no quorum 
when it was evident there was a quorum 
present. He alluded to Mr. Quay’s explane- 
tion that his course was in the interest of 
the capital of his State and said that even 
though the Sherman repeal! bill was directed 
at thousands where this may strike one, 
there was no appeal to any such extreme 
measures as were there invoked.’ That, he 
said, was a fight for the people, while this 
was a fight for the few, but the Pennsyl- 
vania capitalists were not then much con- 
cerned over points of order. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia, who was in the 
chair, decided that there was no rule of the 
Senate under which the Chair could count 
a quorum, but he sustained a point by Mr. 
Hill that it was necessary that other busi- 
ness should intervene between calls.

HOUSE MEETS AFTER A SHORT RECESS 


Only Seven Hours’ Intermission Before | 


Weary Congressmen Take Up 
Their Labors Anew. 

Washington, D. C., March 3.—The House 
was still on the legislative day of March 2 
when Speaker Reed cracked his gavel at 
10:30 o’clock this morning after a recess of 
seven hours. There were crowded galleries, 
with many uniforms of the military organi- 
zations which are to participate in the in- 
augural parade conspicuous therein, but 
down on the floor were many vacant chairs, 


and the members early in the arena wore a 


jaded air. 1 

The Chairmen of the committees whose 
appropriation bills are the bone of conten- 
tion between the House and Senate were 
marshaling their forces with conference re- 
ports on the Indian and sundry civil bills 
ready for consideration. 


Where Hell Is Located. 

First in order’ came the Indian bill. The 
action of the House conferrees in accepting 
a Senate amendment to detach from Okla- 
homa the Osage and Kansas Indian reserva- 
tlo.s and attach them to the Indian Terri- 
tory aroused fierce opposition from Mr. 
Flynn, delegate from Oklahoma. 

Mr. Curtis (Rep., Kas.) said the change 


was demanded by the Osage Indians on ac-: 


count of unjust taxation and harsh treat- 
ment by the people of Oklahoma. 

‘If there is @&ny place on this continent 
where organized hell is in force, it is among 
the five civilized tribes of the Indian Terri- 
tory,’’ shouted Mr. Cannon (Rep., IIl.), and 
demanded that ‘*‘ this unheard-of Cesarian 
operation, clumsily performed, shall not be 
a success.”’ 

Touching the location of hell Mr. Pendle- 
ton (Dem., Tex.) agreed with Mr. Cannon, 
but insisted that if there was a hotter hell 
than that which existed in the Indian Terri- 
tory it was situated in Oklahoma. ' 


Bowman Act Claims. 


The conference report was defeated, 57— 
100. This was the first serious setback the 
appropriation bills had received in the House. 
The House ordered the bill back to confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Cannon sought to put the general de- 
ficiency bill into conference under suspen- 
sion of the rules, but the friend sof the Bow- 
man act claims, amounting to half a million, 
resisted with the purpose of forcing} an 
agreement for a separate vote on the eménd- 
ment carrying these claims. | 

Mr. Cannon scored the Senate unmerci- 
fully. It was fot parliamentary, he de- 
clared, to attack the other branch ef Con- 
gress, but he insisted nevertheless that $270,- 
000 of the alleged Bowman act claims in the 
amendment, including the Cheteau claim, 
were inserted fraudulently and with intent 
to deceive in the dying hours of Congress. 
Unless his motion was agreed to he 4eclared 
this bill would fail more certainly than the 
vilest sinner on earth would fail of salvation 
at the judgment day. The temper of the 
House seemed doubtful, and Mr. Dingley, 
the floor leader, sought to rally the mem- 
bers to support the Appropriations comm#ttee 
by holding up the specter of the failure of 
the supply bills. 

These appeals had their effect. The rules 
were suspended, 182 to 75, and the bill went 
to conference. 

Immigration Bill Passes. 


The immigration bill was passed over the 
President’s veto by a vote of 193 to 37. 

Mr. Sherman then reported that the Sen- 
ate had receded from its amendment to the 
Indian bill detaching the Osage reservation 
from Oklahoma. 

The conference report on the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill announcing an agreement 
on all items was presented by Mr. Loud and 
agreed to. 

Armor Plate at 8300. 

The first conference report on the naval 
bill, reporting a partial agreement, was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Hopkins [Rep., Ilil.] moved concurrence 
in the Senate amendment, still In dispute, 
to fix the price of armor plate at $300 per 
ton, the House provision having fixed the 
price at $400. 

The motion of Mr. Hopkins to reduce the 
price of armor plate to $500 wzs carried by 
a vote of 60 to 42. 

Mr. Robinson [Rep., Pa.] made the point 
of no quorum, and after some wrangling it 
was decided to take a vote at 9o0’clock, when 
more members were present. 

The agreement on the fortifications bill 
was reported and agreed to, and at 6:40 the 
House took a recess unti! 8:30. 

After the recess Mr. Robinson (Rep., Pa.) 
made an argument against reducing the 
price of armor plate to $300 a ton. 

Mr. Lorimer (Rep., IL) said the Illinois 
Steel company, if given a twenty years’ con- 
tract, would furnish armor at $240 a ton, 
and would begin work in twelve months. 

The Senate amehdment to reduce the price 
of armor plate to $300 was accepted by»sa 
vote of 131 to 52. 

Mr. Boutelle, Chairman of the Naval com- 
mittee, who had made a fight against the 
armor plate amendment and had been re- 
fused unanimous consent to speak five min- 
utes, moved that the House accept the other 
Senate amendments,which, he said, included 
nothing important save three torpedo boats 
and a practice vessel for the Annapolis ca- 
dets. This motion was agreed to, and the 
naval bill was thus disposed of. 

Indian Bill Passes. 

Then the Indian bill conference report 
was presented by Mr. Sherman [Rep., N. Y.], 
who reported that all differences had been 
settled except the sectarian school ques- 
tion and questions involving mineral lands, 
The House then voted to accept the Senate 
amendment on the school question and 
mineral lands, and the bill was disposed of 
so far as the House is concerned. 

The District of Columbia appropriation 
bill was reported by Mr. Grout [Rep., Vt.], 
who stated that the conferrees had settled 
all differences. After a short skirmish on 
the provision extending sectarian school ap- 
propriations for one year the report was 
agreed to. 

This left but two appropriation bills—the. 
sundry civil and the deficiency—to be fin- 
ished so far as the House can act, and at 
10:20 the House took a recess until Il 
o’clock. 

At 1:35 a. m. the conference report in the 
sundry civil bill was reported to the House. 

The principal changes made in conference 
were a reduction of 12% per cent on appro- 
priations for rivers and harbors; striking out 
appropriations for Pearl Harbor and the Sol- 
diers’ Home at Hot Springs, Ark. A pro- 
vision under which the action of the Presi- 
dent setting aside lands in Western States 
as forest reserves may be reversed was also 
one of the important changes. |

erally recognized that the measures proposed 
by the powers, including the granting of 
autonomy to Crete under the suzerainty of 
the Sultan, are the best that Europe could 
have adopted in view*of*the present compli- 
‘cated circumstances, when the whole Balkan 
peninsula is ready to ask a quid pro que for 
anything. obtained by Greece. 

There is some comment itndiplomatic cir- 
cles over the fact-that the powers decided to 
présent identical notes to Greece Instead ofa 
collective note, the latter being of much 
etronger character, this change leading to 
the impression that the unanimity of the 
powers is not so conclusive as the Ministers’ 


utterances seek to convey. 

The situation creates fears that while 
Greece may be bent to the will of the powers 
without further coercion, fresh jealousies 
-~will arise so soon as the Greeks are ousted 
and the hew régime in Crete is inaugurated. 

It is suggested in some quarters (hat events 
may force Lord Salisbury co desert the con- 
cert of the powers and declare that Great 
Britain will not authorize the coercion vf 
Greece.

HAVE TO LAY OFF SKILLED LABORERS 


Strike of Helpers at Cleveland Ship- 
building Yards Compels Suspension 
of Work—Ore Handlers May Quit. 


Cleveland, O., March 2,—{Special.]—Work 
in the Globe ship-building yards was prac- 
tically suspended today. A dozen calkers 
constituted the only working force. It was 
necessary to drop the service of 350 skilled 
workmen until the helpers would return. The 
company states that the-skilled labor has no 
grievance and will return as soon as new 
men are received as helpers.

He argued for State banks of 
issue, under proper safeguards; for the pres- 
ent he urged measures to prevent greenbacks 
being used to raid’the Treasury reserve and 
that the banking laws be amended to per- 
mit use of securities other than government 
bonds as the basis of circulation. 

The resolutions do not differ materially 
from the Indianapolis platform, except that 
they are more radical in demand for reform 
or revision of the banking system. On this 
subject the resolutions say: ‘‘ We believe 
the time has now come when a consistent, 
Straightforward and deliberately planned 
monetary system should be inaugurated by 
this country, the fundamental basis of which 
should be: ‘ First, that the gold standard 
which was definitely proclaimed at Indian- 
apolis and indorsed by the people last fall, 
be maintained. 

‘*** Second, that a banking system be pro- 
vided that shall furnish credit facilities to 
every portion of the country, and a safe and 
elastic circulation sufficient in amount to 
meet all demands of business. 

‘“* Third, that all classes of United States 
notes be retired. 

** Fourth, that the plan of action adopted 
by the Indianapolis monetary conference be 
approved.’ ”’

Madrid, March 3.—[{Copyright, 1897, by W.

SETBACK FOR MANUFACTURERS’ BILL. 


lowa Senate Will Not Permit the House 
Amendment Legalizing the Manu- 
ufacture of intoxicants to Pass. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 3.—([Special.j--The 
House amendment permitting the imanu- 
facture of imtoxicating liquors in lowa re- 
ceived a serious setback in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Suppression of Intemperance this 
afternoon, and the supporters of the meas- 
ure concede its passage in the Senate is out 
of the question. 

In the committee meeting this afternoon 
Senator Funk, who has hitherto been one of 
the stanchest supporters of a manufactur- 
ing bill, said he could not support the House 
amendment either in the committee or on 
the floor of the Senate. The House amend- 
ment provides that liquors may be manu- 
factured in any place where the statements 
of consent required to permit the sale at re- 
tail are on file. This feature he could not 
indorse, he said, and would only supporta 
manufacturing measure which required the 
filing of an independent statement of con- 
sent obtained/solely for manufacturing. 
Senator Waterman took the same position, 
and a majority of the committee was found 

“to bé opposed even to bringing the House 
amendment out in the Senate. 

After some discussion a subcommittee, 
consisting -of Senators Ellis, Funk, and 
Bronson, was appointed to prepare a substi- 
tute for the House amendment. This com- 
mittee will draft an amendment in accord- 
ance with the bill of Senator Ellis, which 
was defeated last winter. It provides that 
permission to manufacture may be granted 
in cities of 5,000 population or over, on peti- 
tion of a majority of the legal voters who 
were registered at the last registration, but 
sales or shipment shall not be in quantities 
of less than four gallons of spirituous and 
malt liquors and two dozen pints or one doz- 
en quarts of vinous liquors. For manufact- 
uring in localities outside cities of 5,000 pop- 
ulation or over, the same petition as for re- 
tail sale is required. 


VERDICT AGAINST DURRANT AFFIRMED. 


Supreme Court Overrules His Appeal 
and the Date of His Execution 
Will Be Set. 


——_——— 


San Francisco, Cal., March 3.—The Su- 
preme Court this afternoon affirmed the 
decision of the lower court in the case of 
Thodore Durrant, found guilty of the mur- 
der of Blanche Lamont in Emanuel Church 
almost two years ago. Heappealed from the 
verdict of guilty, alleging errors,in the rul- 
ings of the trial Judge, filing a voluminous 
bill of exceptions. The trial Judge, however, 
was affirmed in all his disputed rulings and 
the verdict approved by the Suprefne Court. 
The case will now be sent back tothe Su- 
perior Court, which will fix a date for Dur- 
rant’s execution. 

When Durrant. was informed by the head 
jailer cf the Supreme Court’s decision he 
burst into tears and said this was a very 
eruel world. He said that some day the 
truth woule prevail and he would be vin- 
dicated. He seemed to take some comfort 
from the report that Chief Justice Beattie 
would tn a few days file a,dissenting opinion. 
Durrant has ever since his arrest ‘mani- 
fested the most supreme confidence in his 
ultimate acquittal.

NOT AID, BUT SIMPLE JUSTICE, IS 
WHAT CUBA DESIRES. 


Cuban Government Exists—All He 
Asks Is That We Should Not Help 
Spain to Overthrow It—The Patri- 
ots Do Not Wish" to Involve the 
United States in War with Spain, 
but Merely te Have This Country 
Cea@e Serving the Monarchy. 


Havana, Feb. 28.—{[New York Sun.)—The 
Sun correspondent met Gen. Gomez two 
miles west of Baeza, between this town and 
San Fernando, in the Province of Santa 
Clara, Feb. 25, the day after the second an- 
niversary of the revolution, which had been 
celebrated with great enthusiasm by the 
Wuban army Unroughout the isiang. Gomez 
had issued on ihe 24th to his troops the Iol- 
lowing prociamation, included in his order 
el the day: 

‘Soldiers of the Revolution and Fellow- 
Citizens: Two years have elapsed since the 
patriotism of the Cuban peopie raised the 
flag of our republic to liberate our country 
from the Spanish sway. Cuba may rest 
satistied that every one has done his duty. 
We are now near the realization of our hopes. 
let us hope that a year more wiil not pass 
without seeing Cuba free forever; but let us 
swear by the dear remains of the heroes 
who have perished at our side in this glorious 
struggie tor ihe highest ideal that a country 
can Dave that neither time nor the hardest 
tolls we may sulfer will make us despair 
or waver in our resolute attitude. Viva 
Cuba libre!’’ 

Entering Gomea’s Camp. 

Your correspondent entered Gomez’s camp 
at 6 o’clock in the morning, under the guid- 
ance of the Cuban outposts. When the first 
body of Cubans detained me I showed them 
my documents from Sancti Spiritus, which 
proved that I was intrusted with a special 
mission to Gen. Gomez. That band left me in 
the hands of another one; this delivered me 
to another, and so I went por cordillera, as 


. they say here, until I reached Gen. Gomez’s 


headquarters. The General was busy in his 
tent, dictating to his two secretaries. He is 
writing his recollections of the war. 

‘He writes or dictates four hours a day,” 
said Dr. Fernando Freyre Andrade, the Cu- 
ban officer of Gomez's staff whu entertained 
me while I waited. 

Mr. Andrade was counsel for Seficr Luis 
Morote, the correspondent of El Liberal of 
Madrid, who was court-martialed by the 
Cubans and freed some days ago. Gen. Go- 
mez appointed Dr. Andrade to defend Sefior 
Morote. The tribunal gave a verdict of not 
guilty. It had been shown that Sefior Morote 
Was not a spy, and that he had entered the 
insurgent lines bearing a passport from 
Severo Pina, a member of the Cyban Gov- 
ernment, and letters from Marcos Garcia, 
Major at SanctiSpiritus. Marcos Garcia did 
not dare to propose ‘directly to Gen. Gomez 
the acceptance of the reforms, a delicate 
commission intrusted to him in Havana, but 
was giad to know that Sefior Morote in- 
tended to reach the camp of the Cuban Gen- 
eral-in-Chief, not to propose to him any 
arrangement with Spain, but merely to ex- 
plain to him what the reforms were and to 
obtain for El Liberal the first information 
of the views of the revolutionists on the 
subject. 

Don’t Waste Their Ammunition. 


While I was speaking with Dr. Andrade 
volleys .were heard from the south. 
Their regularity and the peculiar. sound of 
the modern rifle firé made us understand 
that a Spanish column was passing near by. 
Not a single shot from the Cubans was 
heard. A few moments later the volleys 
ceased. I looked at Gomez’s tent, but could 
not discover the least sign of excitement 
there. Nobody moved; it was as if nothing 
had happened, Ten minutes later the volleys 
were repeated at a point nearer us, as if al 
attack were to be made on the camp. I 
looked around; every one was quiet and un- 
heeding. The volleys continued. A Cuban 
ofticer on horseback came up on the gallop, 
dismounted near the tent, and entered. A 
few moments afterwards he came out and 
rode away rapidly on his horse in the direc- 
tion of the firing. 

I began to fear that something grave was 
going to happen, in spite of the general in- 
difference around me. After half an hour 
the fire of the Cubans began. It is distin- 
guishable, because each shot comes separ- 
ately, each man firing with care, so as not 
to waste his ammunition. The Spanish vol- 
leys continued, but grew fainter until they 
could be heard no longer. I learned after- 
ward that a Spanish column of about 3,000 
men had passed near the camp on its way 
to Sancti Spiritus, and had been driven out 
of the line of march through Gomez's camp 
by a Cuban guerrilla force under orders 
from headquarters. GomeZ did not make the 
least movement when he heard the volleys, 
so sure was he of the result. As he received 
reports from the officers he interrupted his 
work only long enough to give his orders. 
‘“*He knows the Spaniards so well,” said 
Dr. Andrade, “‘that he can tell from the 
sound of their firing whether they are going 
to make a serious attack or not.”’ 

When I entered Gomeaz’s tent I found hin: 
standing near a table covered with papers. 
I showed him my letters and transmitted tu 
him the instructions I had received. He 
offered me a stool in front of him and hesat 
down on another. He looked as strong and 
vigorous as ever. I told him that I wished 
to give, through the Sun, his views to tne 
American public. 


What the Cubans Want. 


“TIT have been assailed lately by American 
correspondente,’” he replied, “ and I] suppose 
thas the American public is well aware now 
of the fact that we want only the absolute 
independence of the island from Spain. But 
there is one thing that I wish to add, that 
it may beclearly understood by every man in 
the United States, especially as it appears 
that their administration will now be in the 
hands of men who love more dearly the 
honor of the Nation. What I should like 
every American to know Is this: 

‘We do not seek to involve the United 
States ina war with Spain. Wedonottry in’ 
the least to compromise that country in our 
struggle, or to win our independence with 
any material help from the Americans. If 
there are Americans who think that the war 
in Cuba is a menace to their peace and pros- 
perity because the Cubans Intend to involve 
the American Government in trouble with 
Spain they do us the greatest injustice. 

‘Tt is not our fault if the savage warfare 
of the Spaniards rouses the whole civilized 
world, and if the Spaniards insult tl:e Amer- 
ican flag and arrest and murder American 
citizens. It is mot our fault if, in view of 
such outrages, public opinion in the United 
States is roused agairet an administration 
which tolerates those things and still calle 
Spain ‘a friendly power.’ All that is the 
fault of Spain, a barbarous nation of bar- 
barous warriors. The Cubans themseives 
have revolted precisely because they could 
not suffer any more of thosecrimes of which 
American cliizene are the victims now in 
Spanish towns. 

‘*No, we do not want American help, and 
we did not count upon it when we revolted 


against the tyranny of the Spaniards. But. 


we do not like to see the American Nation 
siding with our enemies, the American war- 
ships haunting our expeditionary steamers, 
the American police arresting our friends 
abroad, and serving—O, shame for the coun- 
try of Washington!—as agents of the Span- 
ish monarchy. 

“ We like fair neutrality. We like to etrug- 
gle alone against Spaingrot against Spain 
helped by the powerful resources at the 
command of a President of the United 
States.” 

The old veteran’s eyes sparkled with pa 
eion. 

His Hope in McKinley. 


“I know,” he added, “ that the America 
Nation does not approve such conduct, and 
in full sympathy with our cause I thank 
the American people as I thank the Ameri- 
cah press, and I am hopeful that President 
McKinley will be more just than President 
Cleveland.”

The General showed me near his tent the 
press belonging to the Prefectura near 
Baeza. It is capable of printing a four-page 
newspaper of the size of the Sun. Three 
men were printing a collection of military 
orders. The General showed me also the 
last number of E! Cubano Libre, containing 
an article by himself, and told me that edu- 
cational books also are printed in the Pre- 
fecturas for the public schools sustained by 
the government. 

“You can say,”’ added the General, “‘ that 
a government which maintains public 
schools, as ours does, cannot be deprived of 
its title. We have schools for girls directed, 
by experienced women teachers, and schools 
for boys’, who study there our constitution 
and what it means to be a citizen. 

‘It is a calumny to say that the govern- 
ment exists merely on paper, and that I am 
the soul of the revolution. I am only the 
Commander-in-Chief of the army—its whole 
contro! is in my hands—but I am the first 
to respect the government in all the civil 
questions, and the day the Spaniards come 
to me to recognize the independence of the 
island I shall conduct their envoy to the 
President of the republic.” 

Weyler in Despair. 


All the latest news is favorable to the 
Cubans. Gen. Weyler is angry with the [7 
other Spanish Generals, and attributes to f 
their incapacity the failuré of the campaign. 
At Placetas he was heard to exclaim ina 
passion: ** Nobody helps me, nobody obeys 
my orders, and yet mine is the responsibil- 
ity.”’

It is generally believed by Spaniard: that 
as soon as a good opportunity offers Weyler 
will be recalled, and Gen. Azcarraga, Min- 
ister of War, would be sent to replace him in 
case a crisis in Spain should not bring the 
Liberals into power meantime, 

Whatever Spain may do, the end is near. 
Spain cannot afford a year more of war, 
which becomes a certainty with the ap- 
proach of the rainy season. Insubordination 
and immorality prevail in her army, and her 
money is exhausted, while the insurgents 
are as strong and enthusiastic as ever. 


MR. BOUSQUET CALLS IT A SLANDER. 


Board of Trade Operator Denounces 
Telegraph Stories. Connecting His 
Name with Montreal Bank Wreck. 


J. S. Bousquet, a member of the Board of 
Trade, has been made the victim of a blow 
in the dark from an unknown enemy. Tele- 
grams, dated New York, were printed in 
many papers yesterday, stating that Mr. 
Bousquet had been charged with wrecking 
the Banque du Peuple in Montreal and had } 
been traced by detectives to Chicago, where 
he had begun business on the Chicago Stock 
Exchange. 

Mr. Bousquet is head of the firm of Bous- 
quet & Co., brokers, No. 315 and 316 Rialto 
Building. He came to Chicago almost a 
year ago and in November became a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trade. He said last 
night that the New York telegram was like 
a bolt out ofaclearsky. He wasaware that 
he had enemies, but did not think them capa- 
ble of such methods as the telegram indi- 
cated. 

‘*‘It is unnecessary for me to deny the 
obvious inference of that story that lama 
fugitive,’”’ said Mr. Bousquet. ‘* Of course I 
have been identified with the Banque du 
Peuple of Montreal. 1 was its cashier for 
twenty-five years. But J resigned long be- 
fore its collapse. I was never in any. way 
held responsible for its failure. After a trip 
through Europe I returned to Montreal and 
then came to Chicago.’’ 

Mr. Bousquet says his lawyers will] try to 
fix responsibility for the story.

PHILADELPHIA CAR LINES TIED UP.) 


Fire in the Power House of the Union 
Traction Company Causes a 
Loss of $350,000. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 8.—The big power- 
house of the Union Traction company at 
the junction of Thirteenth and Mount Vernon 
streets and Ridge ayenue was destroyed by 
fire tonight, nearly all the costly dynamos 
and other electric machinery will be a total 
loss. Two men lost their lives and several 
others were slightly injured. 

The dead are A, A. Binder, aged about 35 
years, who was knocked down and run over 
by a fire engine, and another man, whose 
body has not been identified, who was killed 
by a falling wall. The damage from the fire 
will amount to about $350,000, fully covered 
by insurance, 

Nearly all the principal trolley lines tn the 
city are tied up as thoroughly as they were 
in the month of December, 1895, when the 
street car strike was declared. 

The fire broke out shortly after 6 o’clock, 
when the big stores in the center of the city 
were pouring out their army of employés, 
and when the principal car lines are always 
taxed to their fullest capacity. The power- 
house is the most central station 2f the com- 
pany and furnishes the current for most 
of these lines. As a@ consequence, thous- 
ands of persons were compelled to walk to 
their homes. 

The fire was the direct result of the blow- 
ing out of the eight dynamos in the power- 
house. 

The big steam pipes extending from over 
a dozen big boilers in another part of the 
building, but separate from the dynamos, 
broke with a thunderous volley that sound- 
ed like an explosion. This frightened the 
horses attached to the chemical engine and 
caused them to run away, resulting in the 
death of Binder and injury of several others. 

When the car lines affected will be able to 
start up again can only be conjectured.

trusted with legislation will be held re- 
sponsible for the manner in which they deal 
with the questions which now confront our 
people. Without excluding other questions 
from consideration I desire to call attention 
to two—the money question and the trusts. 
Of the money question first. The contest 


| between bimetallism and gold monometal-. 


dism has begun, and will not end until one 
system or the other secures a complete 
triumph. Silver is now in an intermediate 
state. While gold has a monopoly of mint 
privileges, standard silver dollars are a full 
legal tender for all debts, public and private, 
except wheré they are specifically contracted 
against. “ 

Silver cannot be left in this position per- 
manently. It must either be restored to 
equality with gold or relegated to the plane of 
token money and made a limited legal tender. 
From 1792 down to 1873 gold and silver were 
alike standard money. They were coined 
without limit at a fixed ratio (at first 15 tol 
and afterwards 16 to 1), without discrimina- 
tion against either metal, and during a part 
of the time, at least, they were coined with- 
out charge of mintage. 

Plea Is Made for Silver. 

Bimetallists seek to return to that system, 
and, as the means of restoring bimetallism 
as it existed prior to 1873, favor the opening 
of the mints of.the United States to the free 
and unlimited coinage of both gold and silver 
at the present legal ratio of 16 to.1, without 
walting for the aid or consent of any other 
nation. 

Ths right of the debtor to select the coin 


of payment is a part of bimetallism, and this 


right is lodged with the debtor, whether the 
debtor is a private individual or the govern- 
ment. ‘ 

National bank notes are redeemable in 
lawful money, and during the war the banks 
exercised the right to redeem their notes in 
lawful money which was cheapest—namely: 
greenbacks. It should also be remembered 
that during the war the government exer- 
cised the right to discharge its coin obliga- 
tions in the coin which wos cheaper at that 
time—namely: gold. 

The prohibition of special contracts is also 
necessary to bimetallism. If the public wel- 
fare requires the use of two metals as stand- 
ard money, then it is certainly contrary to 
public policy to allow one metal to be de- 
monetized by private contract. 

Special contragts create an extraordinary 
demand for the Kind of money contracted for 
and tend to destroy the parity and put a 
premium upon the money designated in the 
contract. The interests of all the people 
who use money should not be sacrificed in 
order to give am unfair advantage to those 
who loan money. 


\ There Is No Compromise. 


There is no compromise ground between 
bimetallism and gold monometallism. Some 
have objected to the ratio of 16 to1, but they 
have not endeavored to secure bimetalism at 
any other ratio. Some oppose independent 
accion by the United States, but aid from 
other nations is so rethote a possibility that 
dependence upon international bimetallism 
is equivalent to the advocacy of gold mono- 
metallism. 

Besides deciding between monometallism 
and bimetallism the American people must 
decide between greenbacks and national 
bank motes. 

Most of the monometallists favor national 
banks of issue, while nearly all bimetallists 
prefer the greembacks as we have them to- 
day, and are in favor of driving the national 
banks out of the business of issuing momey. 

lor years the national banks were content 
with their privileges and left the greenbacks 
undisturbed, but they have recently com- 
menced an attack upon government paper 
under the pretense that the issu'‘ng of paper 
money is a part of the work of bai ks. 

They insist that the government should, to 
use their language, ‘ go out of the banking 
business.” 

Now that the issue is raised, a comparison 
will be made between the twosystems, and I 
feel confident that this comparison will lead 
the American people to the conclusion that 
the issue of money, whether metallic or 
paper, is a part of the work of the govern- 
ment, and they will then demand that the 
banks shall go out of the governing business. 

I have mere-y stated the financial problem 
as it now presents itself. 
raised is impossible;, to postpone their set- 
tlement will only prolong the period of agi- 
tation; to err in their treatment is to insti- 
tute the wrath of an awakened people. 


Trusts Are Without Defenders. 


The trust has few open defenders. It lives 
because it has numerous secret but influen- 
tial friends. 

Its existence is not only a menace tothe 
national welfare, but an impudent denial 
of the ability of the government to protect 
its citizens. 

Jefferson said that one of the main duties 
.of the government was to restrain men from 
injuring one another. Never was it more 
necessary than now for the government to 
exercise this restraining power. All admit 
that the government should protect the 
physically weak from injury at the hands 
of those who are physically strong, and yet 
the strongest man is scarcely twice as pow- 
erful as the average man. 

Now, when improved machinery and as- 
sociated wealth make a single corporation 
a thousand times as strong, sometimes, as 
the average individual, is it not right and 
necessary to protect the pecuniarily weak 
from injury at the hands of those who are 
pecuniarily powerful? 

There are so many arguments which can be 
made against the trust that one scarcely 
knows with which argument to begin. It is 
a gross injustice to leave the people at the 
mercy of a coal trust, an oil trust, a sugar 
trust, a coffee trust, or any other trust 
which can ccntrol the price of an article of 
necessary consumption, and then extort 
millions from the consumers. 


Duty of the Government. 


It is as much the duty of the government to 
protect society from these institutions as it 
is to afford protection against the highway- 
man or the burglar, and yet I am not sure 
but there are arguments even stronger than 
the argument directed against the amount 
of extortion. The fact thata trust can drive 
a merchant out of business if he refuses to 
join with the trust threatens to make a 
complete change in business methods. It is 
impossible to conceive of a more demoraliz- 
ing condition than that in which the mer- 
chant is compelled to choose between bank- 
ruptcy on the one hand and - conspiracy 
against the welfare of society on the other. 
Under «uch conditions honesty, industry, 
and business ability count for nothing; merit 
is punished and wrong is enthroned. 

If any stronger argument can be found 
against the trust it is found initscorrupting 
influence upon politics. A small per cent of 
the unjust profits gathered in by great trusts 
will make such a large contribution to a 
campaign fund that the party which received 
the contribution is likely to manifest but lit- 
tle disposition to “* kill the hen that Pays the 
golden egg.’’ The head of the sugar trust 
once testified that the trust contributed to 
_the Republican campaign fund in Republican 
States, to the Democratic campaign fund in 
Democratic Statés, and to the campaign 
funds of both parties in doubtful States. 
Are these donations merely an evidence of 
devotion to the political principles of all 
parties, or are they made as a business in- 
vestment for the purpose of purchasing 
immunity from just punishment? 


Much Valuable Information. 


The recent trust investigation in New York 
has brought out much valuable information. 
Aside from business methods and the size of 
the profits the public has learned that the 
salaries of trust officials increase in size as 
the memories of those officials decrease in 
retentiveness. But, after all, investigations 
only furnish information; they do not cor- 
rect evils. Newspapers can spread the in- 
formation before the public and can assist 
in the building up of public sentiment, but at 
last the people themselves, through their 
representatives in the legislative, executive, 
and judicial branches of the government, 
must secure the relief which they desire. 

Legislators who secretly favor trusts will 
not legislate against them: executive officers 
who secretly favor trusts will not enforce 
laws against them; Judges who secretly 
favor trusts will not interpret laws to their 
disadvantage. When the people are suf- 
ficiently aroused to the iniquity of the trusts 
and sufficiently earnest in their determina- 
tion to exterminate the trusts, then, and not 
until then, will the trusts disappear. 

As a means to an end I suggest that a law 
making it a penal offense for any corpora- 
tion to contribute, directly or indirectly, to 


any campaign fund will ‘greatly aid in the } 


securing of anti-trust legislation and in the 
enforcement of anti-trust laws when en- 
acted. 

A movement against the trusts has already 
been started in some of the States. I have 
no doubt that the movement will continue, 
gathering in strength as it progresses, until 
the anti-trust forces finally camp upon the 
shores of the Potomac and control the 
National Government. |

THE DEPARTURE OF CLEVELAND. 

Today one President goes out and another 
comes in, to rule for four years or eight, as 
the future mey decide. Most of the occu- 
pants of tle White House have left it with 
regret. Mr. Cleveland has moved out be- 
fore—the only one of all the Presidents who 
has done so—and therefore his return to 
private life will not be a new sensation, 

When he weit out of office cight years ago 
he was’ not ja a pleasint frame of mind. 
J16. expected to be reélected, though he had 
done nothing to entitle him to it. Today, 
especially if his rheumatic gout has not left 
him, he is willing to get out, and leave Cyba, 
the currency, the finances, and the office- 
seekers to his successor. : 

If Mr. Cleveland made no notable record 
during his first term he certainly has made 
one during the term which closes today. 
In that reeord there is much to blame, but 
there is much to praise, and the latter far 
outweighs the former. 'The men who voted 
for Bryan kst fall will dispute that, but the 
verdict of history will be that he saved the 
country from evils which would have 
scourged it for years. 5 

Had it not been for the inflexible deter- 
mination of Mr. Cleveland the United 
States would have gone from the gold to the 
silver standard three years ago. Three or 
four billions of credits would have been 
obliterated. Industry would have come toa 
standstill. The times would have been so 
bad that by comparison the hard times of the 
last three years would seem enviable pros- 
perity. | 

The first thing President Cleveland did 
was to secure the stoppage of the silver pur- 
chases under the Sherman law. If that had 
not been done and Sherman notes had con- 
tinued to be issued to the amount of forty 
millions a year, with no provision for their 
redemption in gold, there would have been 
a catastrophe before 1893 had ended. 

All the gold would have been swept out of 
the Treasury if the Sherman law had not 
been repealed. Gold would have gone out 
of: circulation. The purchasing. power of 
the silver and paper money would have 
shrunk one-half, There would have been 
a sudden, violent contraction of the cur- 
rency and a great scarcity of money. The 
confused and bewildered people might have 
demanded the free coinage of silver as a 
remedy for their woes, and Congress might 
lve given them what they asked for. 

President Cleveland preserved the credit 
of the country by putting an end to the pur- 
chase of silver and also by buying gold. He 
sold bonds for gold to maintain the Treas- 
ury reserve when he deemed it necessary, 
and he would have kept on selling bonds to 
the end of his term rather than see the 
currency depreciated and the credit of the 
country destroyed. 

Nor must it be forgotten that what Pres- 
ident Cleveland did to protect his fellow- 
citizens against immeasurable ills was done 
in defiance of his own party. Almost all its 
léaders in the South and West—perhaps 
nine-tenths of the Democratic poiiticians in 
the United States—were infuriated by his 
course. They. pleaded with him, but they 
could not move him. They threatened, but 
they could not influence him. 

The result, is that Mr. Cleveland, who 
went into office at the head of a party, goes 
out of office without a party. Most men 
would <lo anything rather than have that 
happen. The country is to be congratulated 
that Mr. Cleveland was made of sterner 
stuff. 

In the Debs case Mr. Cleveland did no 
mort than his duty. Le had taken an oath 
to enferce the laws, and he enforced them. 
But a weaker man would have managed to 
evade the responsibility. Mr. Cleveland did 
not. He did the right thing at the right 
time. He made a relentless enemy out of 
Altgeld, but he established the precedent 
that mobs will not be allowed under any cir- 
cumstances to obstruct inter-State com- 
merce and the mails, : 

Mr. Cleveland’s foreign policy has been 
variable and often faulty. His Hawaiian 
policy was not satisfactory. It is unneces- 
sary to state what the people think of his 
course regarding Cuba. And yet in the 
Venezuelan controversy he defied England, 
in spite of all her power. 

The American seacoasts were defenseless, 
but Cleveland acted as if they were fully 
protected. Whether this was a bluff on his 
part or not, he carried his point. Had he 
spoken thus to Spain Cuba would bé free 
now. 

Mr. Cleyeland’s’ revenue policy has not 
been a success. He leaves his successor a 
revenue law—which did not, however, meet 
with Mr. Cleveland’s full approval—which 
is responsible for a deficit of 130 millions. 
But a deficit can be made good hereafter. 
A faulty Cuban policy can be abandoned. 
Many of Mr. Cleveland’s other blunders can 

be corrected, 

All Mr. Cleveland’s shortcomings can be 
condoned in view of the fact that he pro- 
tected the credit of the country and the 
savings of its people. That is the feature 
in his record on which all future American 
historians will lavish their warmest praises. 

Today Mr. Cleveland’s responsibility ends 
and Maj. McKinley’s begins. While the 
former has had no party behind him fér 
some tfine, the latter is backed up by a united 
party. He should also have the support of 
the sound money Democrats. Their duty 

was not ended when they voted to beat 
Bryan. They must codperate with McKin- 
ley in his labors to make the financial sys- 
tem of the country so sound as to defy all 
assaults. 

If the sound money Democrats will do that 
the hopeful feeling which pervades the com- 
munity will be strengthened, and all men, 
except the malignant and unrepentant free 
silverites, will become confident that on the 
4th of March the long “ wiyter of our dis- 
content ” came to an end. 

REAL CRETAN CRISIS IS AT HAND. 

The humiliation of Greece does not seem 
to have been completed by the demand of 
the powers that the Greek forces be with- 
drawn. from the Island of Crete. , 


at least possible, the powers would be in a 
position of great perplexity. The latest re- 
port from Athens declares that Greece has 
been given six days in which to show obedi- 
ence to the European mandate. -It is stated 
in the same dispatch, however, and in a way 
that seems authoritative, that Greece will 
positively refuse passively to surrender up 
Crete “again to Turkish control, and will 
force the powers to resort to their battle 
ships. If Greece persists in this policy, 
which is the policy of the people being 
forced on the King, the Cretan question will 
immediately assume an importance greater 
than at any previous time during the present 
trouble. | 

It is known that the European concert 


‘was greatly strained in the effort to obtain 


wnanimous action in informing Greece that 


If Greece 
should refuse to comply, which seems now | 


defying the allied Powers of Europe. If it. 


becomes necessary, therefere, to apply force 
to Greece, and back up the ultimatum of tie 
powers by killing Greeks, the question will 
be mightily changed. It does not seem 
probable that even the exigencies of Europe, 
which have made the concert of the powers 
possible so long, could bring about a joint 
attack on the Greeks. That trivial bom- 
bardment of the Greek camp:near Canea, 
which was intended chiefly to scare the 
Grecks into stopping their attacks on the 
Turkish forts, and was accordingly justified 
to a certain small extent, aroused the in- 
dignation of the whole civilized world. The 
people of HEngland especially bitterly re- 
sented this open defense of the Turks, and 


this sentiment forced the government to. 


promise practically that “it would not do 
it again.” 

What would be thought of a direct attack 
on the Greeks for the purpose of killing 
them off? Even if such a war could be be- 
gun, how long would the European concert 
hold out in the face of the opposition of the 
people? How long would the Salisbury gov- 
ernment stand if it permitted such a slaugh- 
ter of Greeks in behalf of the Turks? Until 
Greece definitely makes known what course 
it will adopt the situation must be regarded 
as extremely critical. 


GEN. GOMEZ’S INTERVIEW. 

In another part of this issue there is 
printed an extremely interesting interview 
which a correspondent of the New York 
Sun had with the Cuban Gen. Gomez on 
the 25th of last month, the day after the 
second anniversary of the revolution. 

The statements made by Gen. Gomez to 
the Sun's correspondent were brie, but 
they were directly to the point. Virst and 
foremost, it is clear that Gen, Gomteg and 


the revolutionists will admit but one issue — 


to the struggle in which they are engaged, 
and:that is the independence of Cuba. In 
seeking to accomplish this result they do 
not intend to involye the United States in 
war with Spain and they do not look for 
material help from us. He deprecates any 
responsibility for the indignation of the 
civilized world against Spain or for the in- 
dignation ef the American peop!e against 
their administration. He charges that 
against Spain alone. “ The Cubans them- 
selves have revolted precisely because they 
could not suffer any more of those crimes 
of which American citizens are the vic- 
tims now in Spanish towns.” 

While not seeking or expecting American 
help, Gen. Gomez, naturally enough, pro- 
tests against the assistance which the 
United, States Government has extended 
to Spain as “agent of the Spapish mon- 
archy.” Says the brave oldiveterqn: “ We 
like fair neutrality. We like to struggle 
alone against Spain, not against Spain 
helped by the powerftl resources at the 
command of a President of the United 
States.” And every patriotic American 
will applaud his brave, manly words. 

One of the most significant features of 
this interview is the reply which Gen. 
Gomez makes to the charge so persistently 
asserted by the President and Secretary 
Olney that the Cubans have no government. 
Gen. Gomez emphatically states not only 
that there is a government but that it is in 
complete and practical working order. The 
postal service is transporting and delivering 
the mails regularly, The ofticial orders are 
delivered by special carriers. The pre- 
fecturas in each district look after the needs 
of the civil service as well as the army and 
maintain factories for the repair of arms 
and for supplying the troops with clothing 
and vital subsistence. The same _pre- 
fecturas also print books and documents 


} and supply the publie schools with text- 


books. Well may Gen. Gomez say, “a 
government which maintains public schools, 
is ours does, cannot be deprived of its 
title. We have schools for girls directed by 
experienced women teachers and schools 
for boys, who study there our constitution 
and what it.means to be a citizen.’”’” Gen. 
Gomez completes his remarks upon this 
point with the following strong assertion: 
“It is a calumny to say that the govern- 
ment exists merely on paper and that 1 am 
the soul of the revolution. I am only the 
Commander-in-Chief ‘of the army—its 
whole control is in my hands—bui I am the 
first to respect the government in all the 
civil questions, and the day the Spaniards 


come to me to recognize the independence . 


of the island I shall conduct their envoy to 
the President of the republic.” 

It will be seen from this brief sketch and 
from the fuller report elsewhere printed 
that the Cubans do not ask for help. All 
they ask is justice. They do not expect 
armed interference. All they want is fair 
play, and if the United States will not help 
them then it ought not to help Spain. There 
has been no hope of such impartiality under 
the Cleveland-Olney administration, but 
that administration steps down and out 
today. Gen. Gomez and his Cuban patriots 
may at least look for fair treatment at the 
hands of the new administration, and if 
they have that it will soon be all up with 
Spain. 

CHICAGO DEBT AND TAXES. 

Mayor Swift sent to the Council Mon- 

day night the following “‘ bonded debt” 
statement: }

All of this indebtedness falls on the tax- 
payers of Chicago with the exception that 
they have the help of a few taxpayers in 
the outside towns as far as the county 
debt is concerned. Substantially all the 
interest on this debt. of $36,000,000 has to 
be paid by Chicagoans. They, too, will 
have to pay the principal of those bonds, 
which cannot be renewed indefinitely. 

Considering that this city is still in the 
gristle, and that it was burnt down only 
twenty-six years ago, has it not managed 
to accumulate a very respectable debt? 
With a population of 1,800,000 it amounts 
to $20 a head, or about $100 per family. 
Most Chicagoans are poor, and if they were 
asked whether an indebtedness of $100 per 
family was not all they wanted to care for 
would answer promptly that it was—they 
would rather have it smaller than larger. 

Of course, the tax-eaters will allege that 
New: York has no more people than Chi- 
cago and yet owes three times as much, and 
will contend that it is a disgrace to Chica- 
goans that they allow themselves to be ont- 
done in the issuing of bonds. The fallacy 
of this argument lies in the fact that, man 
for man, New-Yorkers are four or five 
times richer than Chicagoans. Hence they 
can stand a Heavier burden. 

The Mayor also sent to the Council an- 
other little statement showing the taxes 
Chicagoans have to pay.

So it will be 
seen that in these hard times the people of 
this new city have to pay the tax-gatherer 
yearly about twenty-one million dollars, 
pearly all of it for municipal purposes.

They want 
to get soft jobs for the men who are unwill- 
ing or unable to earn their own living,, 

The cheap politicians who are responsible 
for most of this agitation for higher taxes 
think that “ liberal expenditures ” will help 
to keep them in power and will enable them 
to swell the number of their retainers, who 
work for them at primaries and in conven- 
tions. They would quadruple the tax rate 
if they could. They would confiscate the en- 
tire earnings of the community to support 
them amd their followers. 

This city cannot stand heavier taxes or a 
bigger debt at thistime. It has not the cap- 
jtal. But if the bees of the community do 
not look after their interests and be on their 
guard against the drones they will find the 
demands of the tax-gatherer increased.

VAN CLEAVE AND HIS HORSE DEAL. 

The patriotic citizens of Illinois who have 
been swelling with pride over the reports of 
the conquests that have been made by the 
Governor and his highly bedizened staff in 
the National Capital will be somewhat anx- 
ious until it can be learned what dispensa- 
tion fate shalt have meted out to these ab- 
sent chiefs today.

TO MAKE THE COMMANDMENTS LAW 

The inestimable State of Kansas is the 
proud possessor of the Hon. Mr. Walters, 
a Populist of Labette County, and through 
the picturesque efforts of this legislator may 
soon have the Ten Commandments incor- 
porated in the criminal code of the Common- 
wealth. Mr. Walters has lived long in Kan- 
sas, and has, therefore, had peculiar ad- 
vantages for observing the degeneration of 
the male human being, and he has given a 
faint expression of his growing alarm in the 
succinct preamble which accompanies the 
measure. Mr. Walters’ experiences with the 
fair sex, have been so felicitous that he ex- 


cludes it entirely from the operation of this. 


adaptation of biblical law. “Only man is 
vile” is the slogan of Walters, and when he 
says man he means the Kansas man, and 
he intimates that he knows what he is talk- 
ing about. : 

Mr. Walters appears to have made an ex- 
tensive study of the proposed victims of this 
statutory visitation, and he has found they 
are doing those things they ought not to do 
with such impartial .persistence that the 
only effective palliative would be to adopt 
the entire Ten Commandments at once asa 
part of the code of the State. It is possible 
that many men in the position of Mr. Wal- 
ters would have found the undertaking ex- 
tremely delicate. ‘They might have hesitat- 
ed to add the weight of the authority of 
Kawsas to a set of mandates which 
it is the general belief are being 
enforced by the Ruler of the Universe in 
the way best conducive to the soul’s future 
happiness. They might have felt it a pre- 
sumption to label as sections one, two, etc., 
of a bill entitled an act, etc., of the laws of 
the State of Kansas of the year 1897, those 
admonitions given to the world so solemnly 
from Mount Sinai under-the biblical appel- 
lation of “ commandments.”

great law-giver had not foreseen the pe- 


culiar kinds of being that were destined in 
time to flourish on the earth in this section 
ealled Kansas, Mr. Walters, therefore, has 
been prompt to supplement what he must 
regard as the abortive efforts of Providence 
with modern additions that would serve to 
bring Kansas also within the operation of 
this great law of the prophets. 

The first ten sections of the bill enumerate 
without change of language the Ten Com- 
mandments, except that they are arranged 
in sections und are preceded gy the formal- 
ity, “ Be it enacted, etc.”” This was a con- 
cession that was hardly to have been ex- 
pected. It would have been more in-accord 
with Mr. Walters’ evidently unique intellect 
to make a few alterations in these ok laws 
and bring them up to the Walters date, 
but he seems to have expended his energies 
on the elaborate preamble and the nice ad- 
justment of penalties which appear in Sec. 
11. If this law is made effective the man 
in Kansas who sets up a graven image will 
be consigned to a year’s imprisonment. 
This provision may cause the administrators 
of the law some trouble, for if it be applied 
strictly statues, even of Lincoln, would 
come under the ban. 
rest on the seventh day subjects the culprit 
to a fine of $500. In enforcing this provis- 
ion it is clear that the courts cannot ignore 
the demonstrable fact that the seventh day 
of each week is in fact the day now known 
as Saturday. The law of Kansas will be 
compelled to stick to historical truth, and 
therefore the Kansas laborer would find it 
tap unprofitable to work on Saturday in vio- 
lation of State law, and would have no 
chance to work on Sunday in violation of 
common usage. , 

But it will be noticed that while specific 
and severe penalties are imposed for viola- 
tions of most of these ten sections the pun- 
ishment for a violation of the tenth section 
is left to the discretion of the court. 
Mr. Walters realized that he could not hope 
to push through a bill that practically pro- 
hibited a Kansas Populist from coveting his 
neighbor’s goods. Kansas Populists are 
thoroughly committed to the policy of covet- 
ing their neighbors’ goods to the extent of 
one-half of the value of all mortgages held 
by pe ple in the East. ‘They do not covet 
secret, s, but come out openly and propose to 
pass laws which would force these mort- 
gageors to accept one-half payment in full 
settlement of all debt claims. They call 
this scheme a free silver movement, but the 
name is immaterial, since its.avowed pur- 
pose is to give to fifty cents the debt-paying 
power of a dollar. 

It is possible that the Populists may not be 
willing to trust the discretion of the courts in 
this matter, for by chance a man might get 
on the bench who believed in paying back 
100 cents for every 100 cents borrowed. 
This would swamp the judicial machinery 
of the State attending to the covet cases, 
which would include all Populists. 


IMMIGRATION BILL VETOED. 

While President Cleveland’s veto of the 
Lodge immigration bill might have been 
more concise and less devoted to that style 
of moral lecturing for which his documents 
are always so conspicuous, yet on the whole 
it will not be disapproved by people who 
have given the subject serious thought. It 
presents some new aspects of that subject 
which are deserving of careful considera- 
tion. After both the bill and the veto have 
been thought over and discussed it will be 
possible to arrive at a more satisfactory de- 
cision. 

One of Mr. Cleveland’s objections to the 
bil) is directly to the point? He says: 

In My opinion it is infinitely more safe to admit 
a hundred thousand immigrants who, though un- 
able to read and write, seek among wus only a 
home and opportunity to work, than to admit one 
of those unruly agitators and enemies of govern- 
mental control who cannot only read and write, 
but delight in arousing by inflammatory speech 
the illiterate and peacefully inclined to discon- 
tent and tumult. 

The President is correct on this point. 
While, if the bill should pass, it would keep’ 
out those who cannot read and write in any 
language, it would not keep out the turbu- 
lent agitators from the seething slums of 
Europe, whose only idea of free institutions 
is the destruction of all institutions. 
Such men have come here in the past and 
under the provisions of this bill they would 
continue to come in the future. In the 
future, as in the past, each one of them, 
speaking in his own tongue to those of his 
own nationality, congregated in saloons or 
in halls above them, would poison the minds 
of his conationdalists against the interests of 
the republic. LTlliteracy might be kept out, 
but the doors would be wide open to social- 
ism and anarchy. Those who get into cities 
and try to organize city employés against 
existing conditions, and those who make 
their headquarters in saloons, encouraging 
violence, lawlessness, the consumption of 
liquor, and the commission of crime, would 
not be kept out. 

Of course these illiterates are not a de- 
sirable acquisition. Our volume of igno- 
rance is big enough already, in spite of 
efforts made to do away with it, and jn 
spite of the thousands of millions of dollars 
spent by the American people to remove it. 
The flood of ignorance continues to pour 
in, and even were the bill to pass the danger 
to the country hardly would be diminished. 
The English, Scotch, and Irish would know 
our manners and customs and institutions, 
the Germans and Scandinaviais would 
easily learn them, but other Europeans 
would have to learn them by slow, tedious, 
and expensive processes, and among them 
that hardest lesson of all—American pa- 
triotism. 

As to the section of the bill forbidding the 
employment of aliens on public works in the 
United States and preventing them from 
coming over the frontier regularly for such 
employment, it must be conceded it is not 
germane to the purpose of the bill. It proba- 
bly represents the ideas of trades unions, 
which want to keep out labor not belonging 
to them. It was probably a concession to 
Detroit walking delegates, who are averse 
to allowing Canadians to come over from 
Windsor because they will not contribute to 
Detroit unions. Such a provision, however, 
would cut both ways and lead to reprisals 
which would do more harm than good. 

Another of Mr. Cleveland’s objections is 
thus stated: 

It is said that too many emigrants settle in 
our cities, thus dangerously increasing their idle 
and vicious population. This is certainly a dis- 
advantage. It cannot be shown, however, that it 
affects all our cities, nor that it is permanent; 
nor does it appear that this condition, where it 
exists, demands as its remedy the reversal of our 
present immigration policy. 

‘In considering this view of the subject 
the real phase of the question has not been 
touched upon, though it is a serious one. 
We should be inclined to take issue with 
the President on the permanency of this

hundredth meridian have all been taken up. 
Immigration since the forties has been seek- 
ing these lands and now they are gone, while 
west of that meridian there is little or none 
that is available. So immigration has poured

for them. The real question isthis: Is our 
industrial system such that our business- 
men, employers of labor, and capitalists can 
keep on payig high and increasing wages 
and furnishing steady employment to all 
the foreigners who have come and are still 
comiragg on the good times scale?

‘MeKenna Says Platforms

Sacramento, Cal., March 1.—[Special to 
the World.]—Just before his departure Fri- 
day Judge McKenna said: 

**I am in Maj. McKinley’s hands, and am. 
ready to do my best with either the Interior. 
Department or the Attorney-Generalship, 
as may suit his convenience.’’ 

Asked the direct question, ‘‘ Do you square- 
ly indorse the Republican platform on the 
subject of trusts?’”’ Judge McKenna replied 
after a pause: 

“I do not recall the exact wording of the 


‘plank in the Republican platforin relating 


to trusts, and’cannot say whether I unqual- 
ifiedly indorse it, but the World can say 
that I believe the provisions of party plat- 
forms should be observed and should direct 
the policy of the men who have come into. 
authority under such platforms.”’ 

As to the general policy of the incoming, 
administration Judge McKenng was more 
ready to express an opinion than before he 
forsook the bench. He disclaimed exact, 
knowledge as to the lines McKinley will fol- 
low. 

‘‘Others may have talked with Maj. Mc-

‘‘ During my visits to him he said nothing 
about them further than to speak of the 
distressed condition of the country and the 
need for some measures of relief.

and vest in benzine and hung them in front 
of the stove to dry. They accidentally 
caught fire and were slightly scorched before 
he could seize them. 


Has Published 240 Compositions. 
Waltenberg presents a psychological per- 
sonality which would interest the most ar- 
dent student. He seems justly entitled to 
the distinction of being called an “ artist ”’ 
from a musical standpoint. Heistheauthor 
of 240 published musical compositions. His 
productions have found a ready saie in New, 
York and Chicago. Two of the most known 
are *“‘ The Unfinished Prayer ’”’ and “* Teck- 
la."” He is a performer of unusual merit on 
the piano. He received his musical educa- 
tion in Dresden and achieved some reputa- 
tion in London. 

The police contend that the man is pe- 
culiar in his financial transactions. 


Waltenberg Comes to Chicago. 


Waltenberg first made his appearance in 
Chicago about six years ago. He was gladly 
received in German musical circles, but 
those who were inclined to be his friends 
seem to have had money differences with 
him. Of a melancholy, dreamy tempera- 
ment, he would go into raptures over some 
matter relating to music, yet would half an 
hour afterward engage in some money deal 
which his friends would question. 
in continual trouble over the alleged pass- 
ng of worthless checks on his acquaint- 
nces. 

Last December he was arrested on four 
charges of securing money under false pre- 
tenses, and was bound over to the Criminal 
Court under $4,000 bonds. The complain- 
ants were North Side business-men, who 
charged that he had mulcted them ‘out of 
amounts ranging from $5 to $20. - When 
his case was called before Judge Ewing 
Waltenberg put up a plea that he must have 
been insane at the time he passed the 
checks, alleging as an excuse for his condi- 
tion that he was a victim of the morphine 
and whisky habits. Judge Ewing said there 
was no proof that Waltenberg’s intentions 
were criminal and allowed him to go home, 
This was four weeks ago. 


° Gets Up a Class for Him. 


Jail, was befriended by Attorney Butcher, 
who had defended him. The lawyer went to 
Mrs. Sarah E. Banghart, who had been an 
acquaintance of the musician before his 
trouble, and asked her to get up a music 
class for Waltenberg. She did so. The 
members of this class are Mr. and Mrs. Jo- 
seph Breyer, Will Breyer, Miss Amanda 
Breyer, E. D. Robertson, and a Miss Seek. 
These were present at Mrs. Banghart’s 
home on the night of the murder and, with 
the exception of Miss Seek, all, it is under- 
stood, will swear that Waltenberg did not 
leave the house until 10:15 o’clock. 
Waltenberg lives with his wife at No. 22 
Delaware place, which is about two blocks 
from where he was giving the music lesson, 
If he is guilty of the murder he must possess 
some of the characteristics of a lightning 
change artist, according to the statements 
of witnesses. The police insist that the as- 
sassin was armed with a 3&8-caliber and a 
292-caliber revolver and that he must have 
had two hats. 

No Revolvers in His Coat. 


—**T handled Prof. Waltenberg’s coat when 
he came to the house,’’ said Mrs. Banghart. 
‘‘T am positive he did not have any re- 
volvers in his overcoat pocket. I could have 
told by the weight. His lessons always 
lasted one hour and a half. He got to,the 
house at 7:30 o’clock. The lesson was to 
have begun at 8 o’clock. Miss Seek was 
late, however, because of the illness of her 
sister, and the instruction did not start until 
about 8:15. At a quarter of 10 Prof. Walten- 
berg asked Mr. Robertson what time it was. 
Mr. Robertson jokingly answered: “A 
quarter after 9.’ The professor laughingly 
replied: ‘ You mean it is more like a quarter 
of 10.’ 
** Mr. Robertson had deceived the professor 
as to the time, as we enjoyed his company 
and cid not want himtohastenaway. After 
the professor’s remark Mr. Robertson re- 
lented, and showed the professor his watch. 
The professor said: ‘I*thought so.’ It was 
a quarter to 10. He had finished the lesson, 
and then was besought to play on the plano. 
He ran over several selections, and about 
10 o'clock the young people started to go 
home. | 

‘There was some conversation between 
Mr. Joseph Breyer and his sister in the hall, 
and the professor waited until they were 
through. He had in the meantime put on his 
coat, and accompanied Will Breyer to the 
bottom of the stairs. 
‘“*This was close to 10:30 o’clock, as I 
went to my kitchen shortly after to set my 
bread, and glanced at the clock with the 
thought that it was growing late. 


Does Not Leave Till 10:15. 


*“ Prof. Waltenberg did not leave the house 
until 10:15,’’ said Miss Amanda Breyer. “I 
live at Indiana and State streets, which is 
about a fifteen-minute walk. My brother 
accompanied me, and when I reached home 
I glanced at the alarm clock, which keeps 
correct time, as it used to wake my brother 
in the morning. It was just 10:30 o’clock.”’ 
“I will swear that Prof. Waltenberg did 
not leave Mrs. Banghart’s flat before 10:15 
o’clock,’’ said Mr. Robertson. 

Will Breyer said he would take oath to 
the same. 

If the statements of these witnesses are 
true then Waltenberg must have either had 
the revolvers in his possession@with which 
he is charged with killing Schomaker, or im- 
mediately after leaving the house he has- 
tened to his own home and there armed him- 
self with the Ne gs at and exchanged his 
hat. This would have taken another five 
minutes, and ten minutes would be required 
to, reach the scene of the murder. This 
would have brought the hour to 10:30 o’clock, 
fully ten minutes after the commission of 
the crime. 

Robertson Talks of the Hat. 


In speaking of this phase of the matter 
Mr. Robertson said: 

“I stood behind the professor during the 
lesson. He has worn a tight double-breasted 
jacket for a longtime. He kept it buttoned 
tight, and, if the man had the weapons on

ing been left behind by the murderer. 
a black slouch hat and when he called the 
next night to give me a special lesson he 
had this hat with him. He probably was ar- 
rested with this hat on. He also showed me 
a sketch of a new song which he is com- 
posing, called ‘-Love’s First Dream,’ dedi- 
cated to a friend in California recently mar- 
ried. He told me he had composed the song 
after he went home on thé night of the mur- 
der.’’ 


Speaks of His Burned Vest. 


‘‘When Prof. Waltenberg was hare last 
Monday I remarked to him that he was 
‘dressed up,’”’ said Mrs. Joseph Breyer. 
‘‘He had on a different coat and vest. He 
replied, ‘ Yes,’ that he had attempted to 
clean his clothes on Sunday and his vest 
had almost burned up while drying it by 
the fire. He had on the same clothes for 
several days after the murder—that Il am 
sure of.’’ 

Inspector Schaack does not attempt to 
explain the conduct of Schomaker, who on 
his death bed insisted for two hours while 
under examination by Sergt. Sauer that he 
never had seen the man before who shot 
him. Schomaker also described his assail- 
ant as having a heavy black mustache. 
Waltenberg has a long, drooping light mus- 
tache and light hair, worn pompadour. He 
is almost six feet in height and in his ap- 
pearance closely tallies with the description 
given by Miss Clara Schomaker. The young 
woman has repeatedly testified, however, 
that she did not know the murderer. 

Mrs. Waltenberg said last night her hus- 
band did’ know Schomaker, but that the 
saloonkeeper always had been friendly to- 
ward them. She was positive, however, 
that her husband never had been mixed up 
in any trouble with Schomaker for at least 
three yéars. 

Waltenberg married his present wife five 
years ago. 


RUBBER TRUST NOW HAS A COMPETITOR 


Company Is Incorporated with a Cap- 
ital Stock. of Millions of Dollars 
by a Wall Street Firm. 


New York, March 3.—4Special.]—The rub- 
ber trust has a rival. The Crude Rubber 
company, with a capital stock to be not less 
than $1,000,000 nor more than $5,000,000, 
was incorporated today by New York capi- 
talists under the laws of Virginia. 

The President of the company is George 
S. Dearborn, senior member of the firm of 
Dearborn & Co., No. 104 Wall street, who 
own the California line of skipper ships run- 
ning between this port and San Francisco. 

Mr. Dearborn said today all the details 
of the company had not been completed, but 
it would operate in opposition to the United 
States Rubber company, otherwise the rub- 
ber trust. 


North Dakota Adopts an Iowa Law. 


Bismarck, N. D., March 3.—[{Special.]— 
Both Houses of the Legislature have passed 
what is practically the Iowa law for the 
regulation of common carriers, after a hot 
fight by railroad representatives against the 
bill. It was passed by a unanimous vote in 
both Houses. The law gives Commissioners 
of Railroads power to make and enforce 
rates when held by ‘the courts of the State 
to be just and reasonable.

West Chicago Sells Up to Par and 
North Chicago to 2223—Probable 
Effect of the Loop on West Chicago 
Traflic—Figures Showing Losses of 
the Continental Match Company 
Are Declared Incorrect by Edwin 
Gould. 


Local stocks yesterday were strong and 
active. The Stock Exchange showed more 
evidence of life and of rea] business activity 


than it has shown at any time since the re- 


opening Nov, 5. The activity was not con- 
fined to any one class of stocks, and the list 
was pretty generally tradedin. The greatest 
activity was in West Chicago, with New 
York Biscuit a close second. West Chicago 
sold up to par for the first time since No- 
vember, and while there was only a single 
sale, and that of one share, at this figure, it 
kept well above 99 during most of the day, 
an) cloésedat 99. The greatest gain shown in 
any stock was in North Chicago, which 
opened at 216, advanced to 218% on the first 
call, sold up to 222 between calls, and closed 
at 222%. From the low figures on West 
Chicago since the reopening of the exchange 
there was a gain of 23 points shown in yes- 
terday’s figures, and' in .the closing quota- 
tion on North Chicago there was shown. a 
gain of more than 40 points. 

The.Yerkes stocks se®med in strong favor 
yesterday... There was very littlestock com- 
ing out at the high figure, and it is probable 
an order. for 1,000 shares would have sent 
the price up to 100% or 101. The reports re- 
garding West Chicago are all of the most 
favorable nature. The winter has not been 
severe, and as a result the surface roads 
have mot lost any’ great amount of traffic 
to the elevated lines. The economies which 
have been put in force since John M. Roach 
became the General Manager of the West 
Chicago street railroad, as well ag of the 
North Side system, with gains in traffic and 
a reduction in interest charges as a result 
of the ficating of the West Chicago conswli- 
dated bonds, have given rise to stories that 
an increase in dividend rates on West Chi- 
cago stoeks is one of the probabilities of the 
future. The only feature in the situation 
which is looked upon as being unfavorable 
tou the West Chicago system is the tact that 
the Metropolitan Elevated will soon be oper 
ating trains into the heart of the retail dis- 
trict. 

Loop’s Effect on West Chicago. 

May 1 is set as the date for the opening of 
the Union: Loop. It is possible trains will] 
be operated on it- before that time, and it is 
also possible there will be a delay beyond 
that date before trains can. run around the 
four sides of the completed structure. It is 
no longer a question of funds in the comple- 
tion of the loop, but of the time needed for 
the laying of ties and rails, the stringing of 
electrical conductors, and the building of 
stations. There will be no delay in the com- 
pletion of the Metropolitan connection, 
Within two weeks all of the iron will be up, 
but Metropolitan trains will not go around 
the loop until the Madison street station is 
completed. It is expected this will be ready 
in a short time, and that both the Lake 
street and the Metropolitan will be operat- 
ing trains on the loop before all of the sta- 
tions are ready for use. 

Traffic on the Metropolitan at the present 
time is far from. satisfactory. It was said 
to have shown an average of 46,000 a day 
during the month of February and of 43,000 
a day in January. Whatever increase there 
may be on these figures after the loop is in 
operation will mean so much taken from the 
traffic of the West Chicago Street railroad. 
Whether it will be enough to offset the 
economies which have been put in force re- 
mains for time to demonstrate.

CHICAGO EAST-BOUND LINES CLAMOR 
FOR REDUCED RATES. 


They Claim Provisions Are Being 
Taken from St. Louis Ten Cents Be- 


low the Schedule from This City—_ 


Matter Referred to the General 
Freight Committee, Which Meets 
on Tuesday—Pittsburg and Gulf a 
New Factor in Grain Trade Sout 


Joint traffic pool lines restored freight 
last Monday, but there is little prospecf 
rates will remain “ restored ’’ for any great 
length of time. Already the Chicago east- 
bound roads are clamoring for a reduction in 
the rate on provisions because the business is 
being diverted via St. Louis. Rates are 
being made from St. Louis which are said to 
be 10 cents below the rates now in effect 
from Chicago to NeW York. The customary 
difference between grain and provisions has 
been five cents per 100 pounds; now it is 15 
cents, and non-pool lines manage to get the 
bulk of the business. 

The matter was referred yesterday by the 
Chicago committee of east-bound roads to 
the general Freight committee, which meets 
here on next Tuesday. This committee, itis 
expected, will recommend to the Board of 
Managers of the Joint Traffic pool to reduce 
the rate on provisions to the basis of 25 vents 
per 100 pounds from Chicago to New York. 

Grain rates are also getting shaky again. 
The new Pittsburg and Gulf will enter the 
field of competition today, and will take 
business from Shreveport, La., the present 
terminus, to Galveston via the Houston and 
Kast and West Texas road. It announces 
that, commencing today, it will ‘take, corn 
from Kansas City to Galveston at 13 cents 
per 100 pounds, The tariff rate is 18 cents. 

West-bound rates from Eastern seaboard 
points to the West are also a cause of much 
concern to the Eastern and Western roads. 
A meeting of the traffic officials of these 
roads is to be held in New York today to 
devise means whereby the Chicago-St. Paul 
lines will be enabled to meet the cut rates 
made by the Soo Line, Wisconsin Central, and 
Chicago Great Western on traffic from sea- 
board points to St. Paul and by the Norfolk 
and Western to St. Louis. 


YANDERBILTS AFTER GREAT NORTHERN 


Rumors That an Effort Is Being Made 
to Secure a Through Line from 
Atlantic to Pacific. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 3.—A man well in- 
formed on railroad matters says that the 
recent sale of a large block of Northern 
Pacific securities to supposedly German in- 
terests was really made toa Vanderbilt in- 
terest. If they eventually secure the con- 
trol of the Northern Pacific property, which 
he thinks they will do, this will give them a 
through line from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
via the Omaho road to St. Paul, and via the 
Northern Pacific from St. Paul to the Pacific 
coast. 

That they are largely interested, if not in 
control, of the Union Pacific, is best evi- 
denced by the fact that Depew of the New 
York Central and Hughitt of the Chicago 
and Northwestern are both on the Reorgan- 
ization committee of the Union Pacific road. 

The Union Pacific and the Northern Pa- 
cific each own a third interest in the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company; and 
through this ownership they would control 
the Oregon Railway and Navigation com- 
pany; the other third being owned by the 


Great Northern. 

Color is given this rumor by the recent 
great strength of the Omaha stock and the 
steadiness of the Northern Pacific securities 
in the face of very poor earnings.

| ULRICH ON MUNICIPAL FRANCHISES. 


Delivers an Address Before the Grad- 
wate Class at the University 
of Chicago. 


B. A. Ulrich, in response to an invitation, 
delivered at the University of Chicago last 
night before the graduate class an address 
on the general subject of municipal fran- 
chises.

— to any city of Europe or America in 
ali respects. 

“Crime and bribery must be stamped out 
and the criminals punished at once. ; 

‘Laws like those prepared by the Civie 


‘Federation for an honest primary must be 


pone this session by the Legislature of 
llinois. 


“ The civil service law must be maintained, 

‘Proper assessment laws must be passed, 
and enforced, such as those also prepared, 
by the Civic Federation for the considera- 
tion of the members of the Legislature. 

‘“‘ Stringent laws to punish bribery, includ- 
ing both the bribe-giver and bribe-taker, 
must be passed by the Legislature in force.

CIGARET LAW IN EFFECT MARCH 16. 


Dealers Must Pay $12.51 from Then 
Until May 1, When the Annual Li- 
cense of 8100 Becomes Due. 


Ald. Coughlin’s cigaret ordinance will go 
into effect on March 15. On that date cigarct 
dealers will be compelled to pay a license fee 
of $12.51 from March 15 until May 1. After 
that the license fee will be $100 per annum. 

The partial payment of the annual liccnse 
fee will be accepted by the city, so as to give 
the dealers an opportunity to dispose of their 
stock on hand. After May 1 no dealer wil 
be permitted to sell cigarets except upon pay- 
ment of the $100 fee. Violators of the law 
will be arrested and prosecuted. 

Application for a license to sell cigarets 
must be made to the Department of Health. 
After the application has been passed upon 
favorably by the Commissioner of Heaith 
the applicant will be required to file with the 
City Collector a bond of $500 before a license 
will be issued.

New York, March 3.—[{Special.]—The story 
telegraphed from Tampa that Miss Clemen- 
cia Arango is betrothed to Fitzhugh Lee 
Jr., ‘the son of the United States Consuyul-Gen- 
eral at Havana, has caused much annoyance 
to the young lady in question.

COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN IN SESSION. 


Increased Assessament for Teachers’ 
Pensions Agreed Upon and Nine 
Trustees Recommended. 


The Teachers’ committee of fifteen met 
again yesterday at the rooms of the Board 
of Education.to resume consideration of 
amendments to the teachers’ and employés’ 
pension law. 

A proposition to change the time of serv- 
ice from twenty-five years for both men 
and women to twenty years for both was 
voted down. An effort to eliminate a pre- 
vious amendment retiring teachers for dis- 
ability after fifteen years of service failed 
aiso. 

It was agreed that the assessment should 
be increased from 1 per cent to 2 per cent, 
and that the Board of Trustees of the pen- 
sion fund should consist of three members 
of the Board of Education, four teachers, 
one other employé, and the Superintendent. 

Chairman Block, Secretary McGinley, and 
Principal Lawrence were appointed a com- 
mittee to embody the report and submit it 
next Wednesday. 

The Garfield, Throop; and Wells night 
schools will be kept open for another month. 
Otherwise, it seems, the order of the School 
Board closing the night schools on and after 
Friday will take effect. The action modify- 
ing the original order was taken by the Fi- 
nance committee yesterday afternoon, sub- 
ject to ratification by the board at its next 
meeting. The estimated cost to continue 
the schools for another month is $2,500.

CONFERENCE AT IMMANUEL CLOSES. 


Session of Baptists Is Enlivened by 
Demands That Pastors Share Finan- 
cial Burdens of the Church. 


The three days’ Christian Stewardship con- 
ference at Immanuel Baptist Church closed 
yesterday afternoon.

A. W. Yeater Receives 50 Cents for 
Himself and Nine Men Who Had to 
Take Surface Cars to Get Home. 


A. W. Yeater, representing ten men who 
paid nickels to ride on the Lake Street Ele- 
vated road on Tuesday night during the sleet 
storm, and, after a wait of half an hour, took 
a surface road, demanded yesterday of Pres- 
ident Louderback the return of the fares.

Louderback admitted signs should have been 
displayed announcing that the trains were 
not running, and that under the circum- 
stances the gatekeeper should not have taken 
our money. But he said such contingencies 
did not often arise.’’
